24.—After 
being 


virtually in a state ot war for several 
days with her toiiiner partners in the 
triple alliance, Italy, beginning to- 
day, ratifies this 
condition by 
a 


declaration of hostilities directed at 
Austria-Hungary with all the usual 
formalities. 
Furthermore, Germany 


is reported to have indicated her sup- 
port of Austria-Hungary by a formal 
declaration of war against Italy. 


The general mobilization of the 


Italian army and navy is said to have 
been completed, and a state of war 
has been declared 
throughout 
the 


northern provinces of Italy. 


On the Austrian side of the line, 


martial law has been declared in the 
Trentino; the age limit for military 
seivice has been raised to HO \ears 
and stringent measures have been 
taken to -control the Italian popula- 
tion of the dual monarchy. 


Demonstrations enthusiastically ap- 


proving the war are reported from 
all parts of Italy, while on the other 
hand Vienna has offered the warmest 
support of the people to the govern- 
ment in the operations against the 
new enemy. 


The latest official announcement 


given out at Petrograd is the most 
optimistic issued tor a fortnight past. 
It not only indicates a pause in the 
Austro-German advance along the 
River San, but claims that the Rus- 
sians have adopted counter offensive 
operations with some 
measure 
of 


success. 


Although not confirmed from any 


official source, reports are published 
here that Germany, faced with Italy 
as new foe in the south, will have 
to shorten her western line and that 
consequently she is 
preparing 
to 


withdiaw her iinen from the advanced 
line in Flanders.

turning to their homes. The menace 
of the volcano, they said, made life 
too precarious in the valley. 


Sixteen families fled from the val- 


ley when Saturday's explosion sent 
a river of mud and la\a down the 
mountainside. They found refuge in 
Burney, a hamlet, far removed from 
the danger zone. 


Lassen was reported to have been 


in eruption again last night, but ow- 
ing to cloudy skies, the outbreak was 
not generally observed. 


From small towns in the shadow 


of the mountain word came 
today 


that great excitement prevailed. Fall 
Rivers, one of the villages was sub- 
jected to a heavy fall of ashes. 


W. J. Rushing, forest supervisor, 


reported that the forestry 
bureau's 


meadow near J.assen Peak was bur- 
ied deep in volcanic substance. The 
service station 
was 
destroyed 
by 


huge rocks thrown upon it. 


Hat Creek, which went dry yes- 


terday for the first time in years, as 
a result, it wa<* reported, of being 
dammed by volcanic mud, was run- 
ning today with a small stream of 
muddy water. 


George Roadman 
of Sacramento, 


who witnessed Saturday's erruption 
from a distance of 20 miles, said: 


"The eruption was preceded by a 


rumbling and roaring. 
It sounded 


like a thousand 
hailstorms 
rolled 


into one. 
The huge pall of smoke 


appeared to hang almost 
over me. 


Big boulders were thrown hundreds 
of feet in the air. 


"When the eruption was at 
its 


height a sharp earthquake shook the 
earth and terrorized the villagers at 
B'irn°y. They realized the imminent 
danger at once and began prepara- 
tions to rescue the people in the en- 
dangered region.'1 


Iliamma volcano, 
on 
the 
west 


coast of Cook Inlet, is a peak 12,066 
feet high. It has been known as an 
active volcano since the earliest rec- 
ords of the 'Spanish and American 
explorers, hut its 
eruptions 
never 


have 
been 
violent.

around Iliamrna is virtually

Western Nations Should Be 


Consolidated To Preserve 
World's Peace, Says McAdoo

Washington, May 24—Continental 


solidarity of the nations of the west- 
ern hemisphere with uniform laws 
on many subjects not only for the 
purpose of advancing their material 
interests but that they may have a 
commanding place in preserving the 
peace of 'the world, was the theme 
dwelt upon today by Secretary Mc- 
-Adoo in his address of welcome to 
the delegates to the Pan-American 
Financial conference. 


Mr. McAdoo declared that the pres- 


ent conference was called from no 
selfish 
or sordid 
motive 
or 
de-, 


sire for gain, but to see how best 
the republics of 
this 
hemisphere 


. "representing common ideals of lib- 


erty, Justice and 
self-government," 


may through common action and in- 
terest, "conserve their welfare and 
become a 
more 
homogenous and 


powerful moral force for the preser- 
vation of peace and the good of hu- 
manity." To attain this end, the sec- 
retary said, it was necessary to con- 
Cider the material basis, to obtain a 


better understanding of the prob- 
lems that confront each of the na- 
tions concerned and to make ready 
the way to initiate such measures 
and policies as will make the west- 
ern half of the world "Self contained 
and independent of the disastrous 
consequences of future collisions be- 
tween the nations of the 
eastern 


hemisphere." 


"So long," he continued, "as we 


are in a large part financially de- 
pendent upon the nations of Europe 
for our internal development and 
economic stability, so long are we 
exposed to the hazards of their in- 
ternal strife and eternal wars. This 
seems to be the opportune time for 
the development of the 
spirit, 
at 


least, of continental solidarity. 


"The nations of the western hem- 


isphere cannot make a greater contri- 
bution to the cause of civilation than 
to effect that kind of continental so- 
lidarity which, resting upon whole- 
some material interests, political ac- 
cord, common ideas, 
and 
mutual 


helpfulness, will give them a com- 
manding influence for the* peace of

Vivid Description Given

scription of the sinking of the Lusi- 
tania torpedoed May 7 off the 
Irish 


coast, was given here by Dr. Carl E 
Poss 
of Harlem, Mont., a survivor, 


who reached New York today aboard 
the steamer New York from Liver- 
pool. 


"From the deck of the Lusitania I 


saw a submarine about a mile away, 
at 1:30 o'clock in the afternoon," Dr. 
Poss said. 
"I borrowed a pair of 


glasses and through them saw the sub- 
marine plainly, although I could not 
make out its nationality or number. 
It was traveling at the same speed a < 
the steamer—we 
were 
going 
very 


slowly--and left a white wake of foam 


"The Lusitania's officers must have 


soon the submarine at the same time, 
for the course of the steamer was 
hanged. The submarine was sub- 
merged after staying on the surface 
about five 
minutes. Forty minutes 


later the torpedo struck. 


There was some littlf excitement on 


dock, but no panic. The steamer tip- 
ped to one side. 1 was about to jump 


overboard when I saw stewards tak- 
ing lifebelts from a box on the deck. 
I went back and passed out the life 
belt to passengers as long as they 
lasted, taking one myself. 
Then I 


dropped off the rail Into the water. 


'Soon afterwards I saw a life boat 


breaking davits and fall into the Ma 
almost under the propeller blade*. 
The blades ripped through the llttlo 
boat and battered it to bita. One ot 
the men was cut to pieces before my 
eyes; the water was red where tte 
boat went down. 


"The boilers exploded and shot up 


a cloud that rained debris all around. 
I swam away as fast as I could and 
met a woman struggling for breath. 
She had a child in her arms, I fouo4 
an oar and gave It to her to rest on. 


"A short 
distance 
away I cam* 


across another woman. I steadied fcer 
as much as I could and guided b«r to 
the oar. With the two women clltfl- 
ing to the oar, one of them, with 
baby in her arms, I towed them,

The council did not consider 


the military questions, as they have 
been entrusted entirely to the gen- 
eral staff, which will work in har- 
mony with the commanders of the al- 
lies' forces. 
Financial

were taken up and, it is believed a 
loan will be floated either at home or 
abroad sufficient to meet the needs 
of the nation even though the war 
lasts longer than is expected. 


A royal decree has been published. 


providing for a rigid censorship. Au- 
thority is given to 
censor 
letters, 


newspapers, 
telegrams, 
telephone 


messages and parcel post packages. 
The decree also restricts personal lib- 
erties, especially 
as regard public 


meetings. 
The measure resembled 


those already adopted in the bellig- 
erent countries.

Never, perhaps, was a nation's 


sword laid in the balance at a more 
crucial time than that of Italy has 
been. 
At a moment when The two 


groups of combatants have seemed 
to be grappling in futile deadlock. 
with the prospect of continuing 
so 


indefinitely to their own great dis- 
aster and the 
misfortune 
01 
the 


-whole world. 
Italy may turn the 


scale of war, and hasten the end. 


At any rate, her participation is 


bound to have great eifect. and to be 
felt immediately. 
She brings to the 


aid of the allies an army better pre- 
pared than any other that has >e' 
"been engaged, wiih the exception o* 
the German army that invaded Bel- 
gium and France. 
The Italians are 


good material, to begin with. Their 
fame has suffered somewhat from 
their disaster in Abyssinia twentj. 
years ago, and from their early re- 
verses in Tripoli: but temperament 
may partially excuse those failures. 
just as temperament now tends to 
Italy's advantage. The same Italians 
who could not understand why they 
were fighting Abyssinians or 
Arabs 


or negroes, and had little enthusiasm 
for such combat, 
are 
filled 
with 


fiery enthusiasm for their present 
enterprise. 
More than 
that, 
they 


have had the best of training. Italy 
has been getting ready for war for 
ten months. She has observed, and 
doubtless profited ay, all the lesson? 
that have cost the 
Germans.

She has mas- 
tered the new trench warfare meth- 
ods, the use of scouting aeroplane; 
and indirect gunfire, the adaption o: 
the motor car 
for 
transport pur- 


poses; she know? the 
tremendous 


part that artillery plays, the need oi 
vast quantities of ammunition; she 
has made ready in these and other 
respects, while mobilizing her forces 
of nearly 2,000,000 men and train- 
ing them to a fighting edge. 
It 


would be incredible if such an armv, 
thus prepared and enthusiastic, and 
supported by a united nation, should 
not strike effective blows, and wage 
war with as clever strategy 
as the 


government has shown in its diplo- 
matic negotiations. 


A few days will reveal what that 


strategy is.

been attained. North and South were 
divided in sentiment, and the royal 
house of Savoy had not that united

the field—large in numbers, wel 
equipped, admirably trained and in 
spired by the hatred of 
the 
I'ua 


Monarchy which the memory of long 
years of oppression and cruelty has 
kept warm.

In an Address to Hit* Troops Which 


Makes Direct Appeal to Tlieir 
Patriotism.

London, 'May 24.—A Reuter dis- 


patch from Amsterdam says the Vi- 
enna Zeitung publishes the follow- 
ing autograph letter from Emperor 
Francis, Joseph to Count Karl Stu- 
ergkh: 
" 'Dear 
Count 
Stuergkh—I re- 


quest you to make public the attach* 
ed manifesto to my troops: 
" 'Vienna, May 23, Francis Joseph 


to his troops: 
" 'The king of Italy has declared 


war on me. Perfidy whose like his- 
tory does not know was committed 
by the kingdom of Italy against both 
allies. 
After an alliance of 
more 


.than 30 years' 
duration, 
during 


which it was able to increase its ter- 
ritorial possessions and develop it- 
self to an unthought of flourishing 
condition, Italy abandoned us in our 
.hour of danger and went over with 
flying colors into the camp of our 
enemies. 
" 'We did not menace Italy; did 


not curtail her authority; did not at- 
tack her honor or interests. We al- 
ways responded loyally to the duties 
of our alliance and afforded her our 
.protection when she took the field. 
We have done more. When Italy di- 
rected covetous glances across 
our 


frontier, we, in order to 
maintain 


•peace and our alliance relation, were 
resolved on great and painful sacri- 
fices which particularly grieved our 
paternal heart. 
But the covetous- 


ness of Italy, which believed the mo- 
•rrient' should be used, was not to be 
appeased.

neither too iat nor too lean. To cor- 
rect either condition one should re- 
sort to exercise and massage. It may 
seem strange that similar actions hav<> 
apparently the opposite effects of en- 
couraging the formation of fat and of 
helping to disperse it. 
Nevertheless 


is is true that skin friction and exer- 
cises cause a healthier condition of the 
tissues. 


When massaging or exercising a sit- 


ting position will 
most 
likely 
be 


found more comfortable, especially un- 
til one grows accustomed to the move- 
ments, for there may be a tendency to 
dizziness. Plenty of fresh air circu- 
lating in the room is necessary while 
exercising. 


To 'begin, sit erect, with shoulders 


thrown back, chin uplifted and with 
the head bent as far forward as pos- 
sible. Now bend the head from right 
to left ten times; then the neck 
should be exercised with a rotating 
movement of the head. This is done 
by raising the head to an upright po- 
sition, from here it is bent to the 
right, continued to center, front and 
down, then to the left and finally to 
an upright position. In this manner 
(he chin is made to describe a circle 
six or eight times. Reverse the move- 
ment to the left and repeat equal num- 
ber of times. 


These movements are valuable, be- 


cause they will reduce, or increase the 
size of neck or chin. They also af- 
fect the circulation of the blood to and 
from the head, often curing: a severe 
headache. Exercising these 
muscles 


will also remove certain material and 
acquired deformities of the neck and 
chin.

Rome, May, 2,1—Via Paris, May 


24.—The official statement publish- 
ed at Vienna charging that Italy did 
not adhere to the principles of the 
Triple Alliance treaty is declared by 
the Giornale D' 11 alia to be entirely 
incorrect and misleading. The Ital- 
ian position, as summarized by the 
newspaper, follows: 


'•The situation of Italy became in- 


tolerable when Austria and German 
aggression against Serbia caused the 
European conflagration without giv- 
ing previous notification to Rome. 
"Italy legitimately undertook 
to 


protect her own interests, according 
to the rights granted her 
by 
the 


triple alliance treaty. 


"Austria, despite German good of- 


fice, blindly and obstinately resisted 
Italy's just demands, rendering inev- 
itable acute antagonism. Therefore 
Austria alone is responsible for the 
new war, although Germany is not 
entirely blameless 
but 
Italy 
did 


everything humanely possible to pre- 
vent it.
